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PREFACE . 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Essex  Education  Committee. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Education,  I have 
the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  36th  Annual  Report  on  Medical  Inspection 
and  Treatment  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1944,  for  that  jiart  of  the 
Administrative  County  of  Essex  for  which  the  County  Council  is  the  Education 
Authority. 

At  the  special  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Education,  the  Report  is  con- 
fined to  a brief  summary  of  the  essential  statistics  and  changes. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  School  Health  Staff  had  to  carry  out 
their  duties  under  considerable  difficulties  due  to  the  attacks  of  the  ‘ flying 
bombs  ’ and  ‘ rockets  ’ and  the  resultant  arrangements  for  evacuation  of 
children. 

I wish  again  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Education  and  School  Medical  Committees,  the  Chief  Education  Officer 
and  his  staff.  Head  Teachers  and  the  medical,  dental,  nursing  and  clerical 
staffs  for  invaluable  co-operation  and  assistance.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  MEDICAL 
OFFICER  FOR  THE  YEAR  1944. 


As  in  j)revious  war  yp-'ii’s,  this  roport  has  benn  curtailnd  in  accordance  with  the 
suggestion  of  the  Ministry  of  Education. 


1.  School  Population. 

The  elementary  school  population  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  89,473  in  521  depart- 
ments with  an  average  attendance  of  75,851.  In  addition  there  are  35  secondary  and 
technical  schools  with  approximately  15,542  pupils  on  books. 

2.  Staff. 

There  has  again  been  a number  of  changes  of  staff.  Two  part-time  Medical 
Officers  appointed  in  January  and  May  left  in  May  and  June  respectively.  Two 
combined  Medical  Officers  left  during  the  last  half  of  the  year.  Two  other  part-time 
Officers  resigned  and  two  were  appointed. 

One  Dental  Officer  was  appointed  and  three  resigned. 

One  School  Nurse  died,  one  retired  and  two  resigned.  Seven  were  a2)pointed  to 
fill  existing  vacancies. 

Four  Dental  Attendants  resigned  and  one  was  appointed. 

3.  Medical  Inspections. 

The  co-ordination  between  the  medical  staffs  of  the  Public  Health  and  School 
Medical  Services  mentioned  in  previous  reports  has  continued. 

Routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out  as  far  as  jjossible  on  pre-war  lines. 
Table  I at  the  end  of  the  report  shows  that  40,305  children  were  inspected  in  the  routine 
groups  and  37,930  specials,  a total  reduction  of  10,499  on  that  of  the  previous  year.  In 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Committee,  entrants  and  leavers  and,  wherever 
possible,  intermediates,  were  examined.  It  will  be  noticed  from  Table  I that  the 
figures  show  that  the  numbers  in  the  routine  groups  are  evenly  distributed. 

The  advent  of  ‘ flying  bombs  ’ and  ‘ rockets  ’ and  the  resultant  arraugements  for 
the  evacuation  of  scholars  caused  considerable  interruption  of  the  work.  During  the 
period  of  evacuation  from  June  onwards  the  School  Medical  and  Nursing  staffs  in  the 
evacuation  and  adjacent  areas  stood  by  to  render  assistance  to  the  local  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  in  connection  with  the  examination  of  all  children  prior  to  evacuation  and 
all  o.ther  school  medical  work  was  suspended  when  necessary  in  order  that  these  in- 
spections could  be  carried  out. 


4.  Treatment. 


(a.)  .1/  Dior  Ailnirnts.  At.  the  50  iiiiuor  aiiiin'iit  clinics  I I, .53.5  individual  children 
made  51, (>35  attendances.  i)ag('.nliam  Arnold  Itoad  (Jliinc  was  demolished,  Romford 
Eastern  Road  Clinic  put  out  of  action  for  sc'veral  months  and  other  clinics  were 
damaged  as  a result  of  enemy  action. 

(b)  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  conditions.  During  the  year  719  children  received 
operative  treatment  at  the  various  hospitals  under  the  County  Scheme  for  the  removal 
of  tonsils  and  adenoids  and  1,261  received  other  forms  of  treatment. 

13  ascertainment  clinics  were  held  by  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Specialist,  Mr. 
H.  A.  Cowan,  F.R.C.S.  366  children  were  examined  and  of  these  237  were  recom- 
mended for  ojjerative  treatment  of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids.  In  addition  365 
were  examined  by  Mr.  Cowan  at  Oldchurch  County  Hosjjital,  Romford,  and  of  these 
281  were  recommended  02Jerative  treatment. 

Owing  to  the  call  on  hosjjital  services,  however,  there  has  been  great  difficulty  in 
arranging  treatment. 

(c)  Skin  Conditions.  There  does  not  appear  to  have  been  any  increase  in  the 
incidence  of  scabies.  As  mentioned  in  jirevious  reports,  the  county  staff  co-operate 
with  the  local  sanitary  authorities  in  the  treatment  of  that  condition. 

(d)  Dental  Defects.  The  following  is  a summary  of  the  report  of  Mr.  S.  K. 
Donaldson,  Senior  Dental  Officer  : — 

The  continued  demands  of  H.M.  Forces  and  resignations  of  temporary 
Officers  have  added  considerably  to  the  difficulty  of  maintaining  even  a 
skeleton  scheme.  Only  nine  whole-time  officers  were  emjiloyed  during  1944, 
all  efforts  to  fill  the  vacancies  being  without  avail. 

In  consequence  it  was  not  possible  to  arrange  for  more  than  22,748,  or 
one  quarter  of  the  total  elementary  school  population,  to  have  a routine 
dental  inspection.  A further  group  of  5,559  children  were  inspected  as 
“ sjjecials.” 

Fortunately,  enemy  action  did  not  cause  a very  great  disorganisation  of 
clinics  and  the  attendance  of  ])atients  was  more  regular. 

Comparison  of  the  figures  for  the  year  with  those  for  1943  indicates  that 
whilst  insjjections  for  the  year  numbered  28,307,  this  was  a reduction  of  nearly 
11,000  on  last  year.  The  number  found  to  be  in  need  of  treatment  was 
13,111  or  46.3  per  cent,  as  compared  with  57.4  per  cent,  for  the  previous  year. 

It  is  noticeable,  however,  that  the  extraction  of  tenq^orary  teeth  remains 
very  high  at  20,124,  which,  des])ite  the  lesser  number  inspected,  and  found  to 
require  treatment,  is  only  5,590  less  than  in  1943.  The  ratio  of  temporary 
teeth  extracted  to  those  filled  was  6.4  to  1,  whilst  the  ratio  of  fillings  to  ex- 
jtractions  in  ])ermanent  teeth  was  5.6  to  1.  This  reflects  much  credit  on 
Dental  Officers  in  the  ]jreservation  of  the  |iermanent  dentition  for  which 
nearly  two  vi.sits  ])er  ])atient  have  been  necessary. 

In  the  cour.se  of  the  year  4,336  other  operations  have  been  performed, 
the.se  o])erations  include  scaling  and  gum  treatment  and  operations  required 
in  the  adjustment  of  regulation  ap])liance.s. 
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TIk'  iiniingoinent  under  wliich  om*  of  the  Coimfy  Dentul  Ollicers  devototl 
one  session  per  week  to  tin*  Irealmeiit  of  cases  on  l)eli:ilf  of  the  Colchester 
Borougli  Education  Coininittee,  was  continued. 

(e)  Crippling  Defects.  The  arrangements  under  the  Ortlu)[):edic  Sclieine  as  men- 
tioned in  last  year’s  report  continued.  70  ascertainment  sessions  were  lield  at  wldcli 
1,745  attendance  were  made.  40  cliildren  received  periods  of  liospital  treatment  and 
7,235  attendances  were  made  at  the  after-care  clinics. 

(f)  Heart  Conditions.  Euring  tlie  year  142  children  (62  hoys  and  80  girls)  were 
examined  by  Dr.  William  Evans  at  the  cardiac  clinic  at  Oldchurcli  County  lIosj)ital, 
Romford.  Restriction  of  exercises,  etc.,  was  advised  in  the  case  of  25  children  (nijie 
boys  and  16  girls). 

(g)  Visual  Defects.  Ophthalmic  clinics  continued  to  be  held  at  various  centres 
throughout  the  County  by  the  Ophthalmic  Specialists  mentioned  in  last  year’s  rejtort. 
Table  III  gives  the  numbers  of  children  examined  and  for  whom  spectacles  were 
prescribed. 

(h)  Speech  Defects.  Increasing  use  is  being  made  of  the  speech  thera])y  service 
provided  by  the-Committee  with  the  result  that,  owing  to  the  pressure  on  the  time  of 
the  Speech  Therapists  (Miss  W.  Cooke  and  Miss  E.  Brewitt),  it  was  found  necessary  to 
close  temporarily  the  clinics  at  Rainham,  Woodford,  Ongar  and  Chelmsford.  The 
appointment  of  Miss  R.  Brewitt  in  a full-time  capacity  in  April  eased  the  situation. 
She  took  over  the  clinics  in  Romford  and  Hornchurch  and  Miss  E.  Brewitt  was  able  to 
reopen  the  clinics  at  Chelmsford  and  Woodford.  Former  Ongar  and  Rainham  cases 
were  accommodated  at  Chelmsford  and  Woodford  respectively.  As  the  result  of  this 
re-arrangement  the  Committee  were  able  to  offer  the  treatment  to  a limited  number  of 
children  from  the  Chelmsford  Borough. 

In  September  a further  expansion  of  this  service  took  place  in  the  North-Eastern 
area  of  the  County  by  the  joint  appointment  with  the  Colchester  Borough  Education 
Authority  of  Miss  M.  J.  Berryman,  bringing  the  total  number  of  Speech  Therapists 
up  to  two  whole-time  and  two  half-time. 

It  is  hoped  to  extend  the  service  as  opportunity  offers  by  additional  appointments 
to  include  the  whole  of  the  County  area. 

During  the  year  under  review  110  children  were  treated  at  the  Dagenham,  Five 
Elms  clinic  ; in  the  North-East  Essex  area  38  children  received  treatment  at  clinics 
established  at  Clacton,  Sible  Hedingham,  Halstead  and  Manningtree  during  the 
autumn  term  ; in  the  Romford  district  97  children  received  treatment  at  clinics  in 
Romford,  Hornchurch,  Elm  Park  and  Upminster  ; in  May  the  clinic  in  Woodford  was 
reopened  and  a new  clinic  estaljlished  at  Chelmsford,  and  to  the  end  of  the  year  26  and 
24  children  respectively  were  seen  including  six  from  the  area  of  the  Chelmsford  Borough. 

(i)  Uncleanliness.  There  does  not  appear  to  have  been  any  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  uncleanliness  during  the  year.  The  School  Nurses  paid  34,317  visits  to 

; homes  and  tlie  District  Nurses  3,500  visits  in  following  u|)  cases  in  lu'cd  ol'  treatment

I;  for  this  and  (jtlnu-  conditions,  'fhc  two  Lay  .Assistants  and  the  Dental  Attendants 
again  assisted  in  this  work. 


5.  Infectious  Diseases. 

No  serious  epidemic  wus  rejiorted  amongst  school  cluldren  during  the  year. 
Clinic  and  school  premises  and  medical  and  nursing  stall's  were  again  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  local  sanitary  authorities  in  connection  with  the  immunisation  of 
children  against  diphtheria. 


6.  Nutritional  Defects  and  Provision  of  Meals. 


The  School  Medical  Inspectors  again  reported  that  there  appeared  to  be  no 
deterioration  of  the  health  and  general  nutrition  of  the  school  children  as  the  result  of 
war  conditions.  Table  II  at  the  end  of  the  report  shows  that  94.78  per  cent,  of  the 
children  examined  in  the  routine  age  groups  were  of  excellent  or  normal  nutrition. 
As  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  increasing  provision  of  school  meals  and  milk  con- 
tributes in  a high  degree  to  this.  Arrangements  were  made  for  meals  to  be  jirovided 
in  approximately  78  additional  schools  in  1944,  bringing  the  total  number  of  schools 
providing  meals  up  to  459  out  of  a total  of  521.  The  following  table  shows  the  per- 
centage of  children  receiving  milk  and  meals  in  school  on  selected  days  in  February, 
June  and  October,  1944,  and  February,  1945  : —

37,978  children  had  school  meals  during  the  Spring  term,  1944,  increasing  to 
41,428  in  the  Autumn  term,  1944,  and  41,350  in  the  Spring  term  of  1945. 


7.  Child  Guidance. 

A Joint  Conference  of  the  Education  and  Public  Health  Committees  in  December, 
1944,  considered  a scheme  for  the  establishment  of  a child  guidance  clinic  service  and 
decided  that  this  should  be  deferred  until  after  the  war  when  staff  was  available.  In 
the  meantime,  cases  requiring  treatment  are  sent  to  clinics  in  London  and  adjoining 
areas. 

As  reported  last  year.  Dr.  Dileas  Maclean,  School  Medical  Inspector,  carries  out 
some  child  guidance  work  at  Romford.  She  saw  110  children,  including  66  at  Romford, 
20  at  Cleeve  Hall  Hostel,  Manuden,  ten  at  Epjhng,  eight  at  Chingford,  four  at  Waltham 
Abbey  Clinics,  and  two  at  home.  The  cases  were  classified  as  follows  : — 

Enuresis  54,  maladjustments  20,  defectives  and  unsuitable  cases  nine, 
parental  fixation  and  emotional  retardation  six,  anxiety  five,  delinquents, 
etc.,  eight ; masturbation  three,  schizoid  three,  hysterical  two. 

The  attendance'  h'll  ofl'  during  the  “ flying  bomb  ” attacks  and  evacuation.  Dr. 
Maclean  reports,  “ real  danger  such  as  the  ‘ flying  bomb  ’ and  rockets  had  very  little 
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ofiVc't  on  1Ih‘  (lifllcult  cliildron.  The  niahuliusti'd  und  over  uiixious  cliild  wustcH  lii.s 
emotions  on  unreul  dangers  and  strangely  enough  faces  real  danger  witli  the  ecjuaniinity 
of  the  normal  child.” 

Dr.  Maclean  also  re])orts  that  several  eneuretic  cases  were  treated  with  success. 

The  School  Nurse  rendered  valuable  assistance  in  visiting  the  homes,  over  60 
visits  being  made,  chiefly  in  cases  where  the  child  did  not  attend  owing  to  air  attecks. 
Parents  often  informed  the  Nurse  in  such  cases  that  they  were  most  grateful  for  the 
interest  shown  in  their  children.  The  reports  received  from  the  Teachers  were  al.so 
very  hel[)ful. 

8.  Children  and  Young  Persons  Act,  1933. 

(a)  Boarded-Out  Children.  The  School  Nurses  continue  to  visit  quarterly  all 
children  boarded  out  the  Education  Committee. 

(b)  Harold  Wood  Remand  Home.  J)r.  A.  R.  Forbes  re])orts  as  follows  : — 

” During  the  year  252  boys  were  admitted  to  the.  home,  and  the  daily 
average  number  of  boys  was  28. 

During  October  a small  outbreak  of  gastro-enteritis  occurred,  17  boys 
being  affected,  but  although  the  condition  reached  epidemic  incidence  the 
illness  was  a very  short  one,  lasting  only  two  days.  The  source  of  infection 
was  not  traced. 

Short  medical  reports  which  include  an  assessment  of  mental  ability  on  a 
standard  mental  test,  are  sent  to  the  Court  in  every  case  where  a boy  is 
remanded  to  the  Juvenile  Court.” 

(c)  “ Chafford  ” Approved  School.  This  school  is  also  kept  under  observation  by 
Dr.  Forbes,  who  reports  as  follows  : — 

“ The  school  provides  j^laces  for  6U  boys,  and  except  for  the  first  quarter 
of  the  year,  when  the  daily  average  number  of  boys  was  55,  all  60  places  were 
filled  by  boys  from  Essex  and  adjacent  southern  counties.  17  boys  were 
admitted  during  the  year,  and  eleven  were  discharged  on  licence.  Of  the 
latter  number,  two  boys  had  to  be  recalled. 

The  standards  of  physique  and  general  fitness  were  in  the  large  majority 
of  cases  very  satisfactory.  All  boys  were  immunised  against  diphtheria  on 
admission,  and  every  boy  is  medically  examined  each  quarter  in  accordance 
with  Home  Office  Regulations.” 

(d)  Reniaiid  Horne  for  Girls,  Thorpe  Bay.  In  July,  1944,  a Temporary  Remand 
Home  for  Girls  was  opened  at  Thorpe  Bay,  ponding  the  acquisition  of  property  suitable 
for  permanent  use.  Arrangements  were  made  for  this  to  be  kej)t  under  medical  super- 
vision by  the  School  Medical  Staff. 

9.  Special  Schools. 

(a)  Dafienham  Hcalhiray  Special  Day  School  for  'Menially  and  Physicallij  Defective 
Children.  Dr.  Forbes,  who  acts  as  Medical  Officer  to  this  school,  reports  as  follows  : — 


There  was  consideralile  disorgaiiiHutiuii  of  the  attendance  because  of 
“ dying  bomb  ” attacks,  and  on  12th  8e])teniber,  the  whole  school  was  severely 
damaged  when  a rocket  fell  on  the  [)remises,  one  wing  being  destroyed  by 
“ blast.”  Temporary  accommodation  was  secured  in  the  neighbouring 
Five  Elms  School  and  Annexe  and  the  school  reopened  a fortnight  later. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  167  (110  M.D.  and  .57  P.D.)  children  were 
on  the  books.  There  were  69  admissions  (51  M.D.  and  18  P.D.),  32  left  the 
M.D.  Department  and  31  children  were  evacuated.  One  scholar  was  killed 
by  enemy  action. 

The  general  standards  of  health,  nutrition  and  cleanliness  were  very 
satisfactory. 

(b)  Grays  Open  Air  School.  This  school  was  opened  in  1930  with  48  children,  and 
at  the  end  of  1944  there  were  62  children  in  attendance.  During  the  year,  131  school 
children  of  all  ages  were  admitted  for  various  conditions  on  the  recommendations  of  the 
school  medical  staff  and  local  medical  practitioners,  and  they  are  kept  under  observation 
by  Dr.  J.  T.  Brown,  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer.  Medical  inspection  sessions  are 
held  fortnightly  and  every  child  is  seen  at  least  once  every  three  months,  those  needing 
special  care  more  frequently.  Parents  are  encouraged  to  attend  these  inspections  and 
full  use  is  made  of  the  ancillary  branches  of  the  school  health  service. 

A morning  milk  meal  is  arranged  as  many  of  the  children  come  some  distance  and 
from  unsatisfactory  homes.  A mid-day  meal  is  also  arranged  and  every  endeavour 
made  to  ensure  that  this  complies  with  modern  medical  requirements.  The  bulk  of 
the  vegetables  consumed  are  the  produce  of  the  school  garden. 

In  September,  1944,  the  staff  was  strengthened  by  the  appointment  of  an  additional 
qualified  teacher.  This  resulted  in  better  planning  of  the  educational  work  and  more 
specialised  attention  to  physical  education.  The  headmistress  is  now  able  to  devote 
more  time  to  the  medical  and  psychological  aspects  of  the  work. 

During  the  concluding  months  of  the  year  the  work  was  considerably  interrupted 
by  frequent  “ flying  bomb  ” attacks.  Fortunately  the  school  buildings  suffered  no 
damage  and  there  was  adequate  heated  shelter  accommodation.  It  is  gratifying  to 
report  that  the  teaching  staff  carried  on  regularly  in  difficult  and  often  dangerous 
conditions,  and  thanks  are  due  to  them  for  their  ready  co-operation  with  the  medical 
staff  throughout  the  year.  Apart  from  the  official  re-evacuation  of  children  from  the 
district  the  attacks  had  little  effect  on  the  attendances. 

10.  Nursery  Classes. 

Medical  and  nursing  supervision  of  the  three  Nursery  Classes  at  Dagenham  were 
continued. 

11.  Secondary  Schools. 

The  arrangements  mentioned  in  la.st  year’s  report  continued  and  jtarticulars  of 
the  work  carried  out  are  incliuled  in  the  tables  at  t he  end  ol  the  report. 
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12.  Health  Education  Propaganda.
